tw elv e m iles, $320 w ill be the salary 
p aid.

On Ju ly 21, there w ill be av ailable 
fo r the m ain ten an ce an d additio n al 
ro u tes abo u t $21,000,000. 
A bo u t $3,- 
000,000 o f this large ap p ro p riatio n w ill 
be tak en u p by the in creased salaries 
p ro v ided by Co n gress.

Risin g Su n , In d., May 21.—The ev i­ 
den ce in the Gillesp ie trial is fo llo wed 
with clo se in terest 
by the cro wds 
which co n tin u ally thro n g the co u rb 
ro o m. 
There was mu ch su bdu ed ex ­ 
citem en t when Dr. W illiam Gillesp ie o f 
Cin cin n ati was called to the w itn ess 
stan d. 
He is a bro ther o f Jam es Gil­ 
lesp ie, Mrs. Seward an d the m u rdered 
girl, an d he an d My ro n Barbo u r m ar­ 
ried sisters. 
Dr. Gillesp ie was o n the 
stan d fo r sev eral ho u rs. 
He gav e at 
great len gth ex p erim en ts made by him 
to establish that the m u rder was n o t 
co m m itted by Jam es Gillesp ie's 16 - 
gau ge cho k e-bo re sho tgu n . 
The testi­ 
mo n y was allo wed to go to the Ju ry 
with the u n derstan din g that n o ex p eri­ 
m en t that did n o t hav e a hu m an head 
to be p en etrated by the sho t co u ld be 
sim ilar to the fatal sho o tin g. The do c­ 
to r had p laced two targets to rep re­ 
sen t the height o f Elizabeth Gillesp ie’s 
head when she was sho t, an d o f the 
sho t area o n the west wall. 
The dis­ 
tan ce betw een these targ ets was also 
the sam e as between Miss Gillesp ie’s 
head an d the wall. 
By firin g a gu n 
lik e Jam es Gillesp ie’s gu n , he fo u n d 
the sho t at tn e first target scattered 
sev en in ches an d at the seco n d target 
n in e an d a half In ches. 
A m u sk et 
scattered fo u rteen 
in ches an d 24 44 
in ches. 
An o ld ho rse-p isto l, 16 -gau ge, 
18 in ches an d 24^4 in ches, while the 
sho t fro m the m u rderer’s gu n scat­ 
tered 30V4 in ches o n the west wall, 
eq u iv alen t to the seco n d target. 
Fro m 
this he co n clu ded that Jam es Gilles­ 
p ie's gu n co u ld n o t hav e been the 
weap o n u sed in k illin g Elizabeth Gil­ 
lesp ie.

railro ad lin es. 


Micro sco p ic T est 
Adm itted

den ce In Schafer Case. 
Bedfo rd, In d., 
May 21.—The state 
co n tin u es to hu rl m issiles fro m its 
heav iest gu n s in the trial o f Jam es 
McDo n ald, charged with the m u rder o f 
Sarah 
Schafer, 
the 
Bedfo rd 
scho o l 
teacher. 
Pro bably the m o st Im p o rtan t 
w itn ess y et called was Dr. Gardn er, 
who gav e ex p ert testim o n y co n cern ­ 
in g the hairs fo u n d in the dead han d 
o f Miss Schafer an d eight hairs cu t 
fro m the m u stache o f McDo n ald by a 
barber. 
W hat effect these hairs will 
hav e o n the Ju ry is p ro blem atical. 
If 
they hav e the effect the p ro secu tio n 
desires they will go a lo n g way to w ard 
p ro v in g McDo n ald gu ilty . 
Dr. G ardn er testified that h# was a 
m em ber o f sev eral m icro sco p ic so cie­ 
ties an d that he had a co m p lete set o f 
in stru m en ts. 
He ex am in ed the hairs 
cu t by a barber fro m McDo n ald’s m u s­ 
tache, he said, an d co m p ared them 
with two o f the hairs fo u n d between 
the fin gers o f Miss Schafer. 
The two hairs fro m betw een the 
fin gers o f Miss Schafer, said the ex ­ 
p ert, were ev iden tly fro m the m u s­ 
tache o f a man , while o thers, which 
were lo n g an d fin e, mo re resem bled 
hairs fro m the head o f a wo man , al­ 
tho u gh they m ight hav e been fro m a 
m an ’s head. The w itn ess said the two 
sho rt hairs fo u n d in Miss Schafer’s 
han d were sim ilar to tho se tak en fro m 
McDo n ald’s m u stache 
p resen ted 
by 
B arber Ken n edy . 
In the o p in io n o f 
the w itn ess the m u stache hairs all 
cam e fro m the sam e face, while the 
o thers sho wed a differen ce in len gth 
an d co lo r. 
On cro ss-ex am in atio n Dr. G ardn er 
said that there was a p o ssibility that 
the m u stache hairs were n o t fro m the 
sam e face an d adm itted that dead 
hairs wo u ld shriv el 
The defen se co n ­ 
du cted a rigid cro ss-ex am in atio n an d 
stro n gly bro u ght o u t the fact that the 
do cto r co u ld o n ly p ro n o u n ce a p o si­ 
tiv ely 
p erfect resem blan ce between 
two o f the hairs cm fro m the mu s­ 
tache by the barber an d tho se fo u n d 
in the dead girl’s han d. 
The hairs 
were adm itted as ev iden ce after stren ­ 
u o u s o bjectio n s by the defen se, which 
claim ed the hairs tak en fro m Miss 
Schafer's han d had been sen t to Lo u is­ 
v ille fo r ex am in atio n an d that there 
was n o p ro o f that tho se o ffered in 
co u rt were the same.
